The latchstring is out in West Liberty 
for the 36th Annual Morgan County Sor- 
ghum Festival this weekend. The event, 
which is expected to draw large crowds 
of visitors and homecomers, opens Fri- 
day morning and will conclude at 5 p.m. 
on Sunday, featuring a variety of arts, 
crafts, food and entertainment. 

The festivals theme this year is “Re- 
member When.” 

Ninety crafts booths with handmade 
quilts, jewelry, pottery, baskets, belts, 
knitted items, paintings, Christmas or- 
naments, woodcraft items and a myriad 
of other craft items will be located un- 
der the huge tent on Main Street. Fif- 
teen food booths operated by local 
churches and civic groups are expected 
to do a landoffice business as usual this 
year. The festival’s traditional mule- 
powered cane mill will be located on Old 
Mill Park, along with a grist mill, black- 
smith and kiddie train rides. 

Sorghum vendors will have plenty of 
sweet Morgan County sorghum for sale 
on Main Street and on Old Mill Park, 
where visitors can sample the hot syrup 
right out of the pan. Sorghum and sor- 
ghum products will be on sale there as 
well. 

The popular Country Store - where 
customers can buy homegrown and 
home baked items - will be located in 



front of the Commercial Bank drive- 
through again this year. The Country 
Store sells locally-grown fruits and veg- 
etables, pumpkins, squash, dried beans, 
baked items such as cakes, pies and other 
desserts, and many other items. The 
store is always a huge favorite among 
many festival attendees.”

Spec, grand 
jury called 
in Morgan 

A special grand jury was empaneled 
here last Friday morning at the request 
of the Kentucky Attorney General’s Of- 
fice. The action came amid unconfirmed 
rumors that the jury was seated to in- 
vestigate allegations against Morgan 
Judge Executive Tim Conley. 

Floyd County Commonwealth’s At- 
torney Brent Turner, who has been ap- 
pointed special prosecutor in the mat- 
ter, declined to identify the target of the 
investigation or to comment on the na- 
ture of the allegations, saying only that 
the grand jury would be “meeting within 
the next month” and would continue to 
hear testimony “as long as needed.” 
Turner indicated that the matter had been 
under investigation for “several months” 
and referred a Courier reporter to the of- 
fice of Kentucky Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo for any additional information. 

Stumbo’s office acknowledged that 
the grand jury had been empaneled but 
declined further comment. 

A member of the special grand jury 
contacted by The Courier also declined 
to comment, citing instructions from the 
prosecutor not to discuss the case. 

An out-of-town news media source 
told The Courier Friday he was tipped 
of the action the previous day by an 
anonymous caller who told him the 
panel was being seated to “to indict the 
county judge” because he “spent county 
money on personal property,” specifi- 
cally “a piece of equipment” — an alle- 
gation similar to rumors that were be- 
ing circulated here the previous day by 
members of the local Democrat Party. 
Conley is a Republican.

Former West Liberty residents Fred 
and Marcella Keeton, of Riverside, 
Ohio, plan to return a piece of history to 
Morgan County for next week’s Sor- 
ghum Festival - a 1937 Dodge pickup 
truck once owned by Marcella’s late fa- 
ther, Lewis H. Skaggs, formerly of 
Elkfork. 

The truck, which Lewis purchased for 
$700, was one of the first vehicles in the 
Elkfork area. Until Lewis’s son, Jerry 
Skaggs and wife, Lou, purchased a car 
in 1950, the truck was the only mode of 
transportation replacing the horse-drawn 
wagon. 

Jerry used the truck to haul farm pro- 
duce to the Sorghum Festival after in- 
heriting the vehicle in 1969. He also 
hauled cushaws, papaws, butternet 
squash, dried apples and persimmons to 
customers’ cars. 

In 1977, Jerry transferred the truck 
to the care of his daughter, Marcella and 
her husband, Fred. By this time, the 
truck was seldom used and needed mi- 
nor repairs, such as brakes, etc. Though 
mice destroyed the seats, there was no 
damage to the body except a small dent 
in the front fender. 

Fred was replacing the brake lines 
when Lewis died unexpectedly in 1986. 
Following Lewis’s death, restoration 
ceased until March 2002. Carl’s Body 
Shop, in Ohio, finished restoring the 
truck’s frame and engine in February 
2006. 

Upon completion, Marcella and Fred 



entered the truck in Auto-O-Rama at the 
Dayton Airport Expo Center, where it 
won the first place award. The truck has 
also appeared in several other shows, 
including the Fifth Annual Vintage 
Truck Show, in Springfield, Ohio, where 
it received the Exhibitor’s Choice 
Award, and the Quaker Steak and Lube 
Cruise in 4 Kids - which benefited the 
oncology unit of the children’s hospital 



in Dayton, Ohio - where it received the 
People’s Choice Award for Trucks. 

Marcella and Fred will enter the red 
and black Dodge in Saturday’s Sorghum 
Parade as a tribute to Jerry, who had 
dreamed of seeing the vehicle in the 
hometown festival. The couple’s son and 
Jerry’s name sake, Christopher Jerry 
Keeton, will eventually inherit the vin- 
tage heirloom.

Paramedic trainees learned automobile extrication techniques.

Twenty-four EMT and para- 
medic trainees from across east- 
ern Kentucky participated in 
Morgan County Emergency 
Training’s automobile extrication 
course Saturday, Sept. 16, at the 
Morgan County Ambulance Ser- 
vice parking lot. 

The course, which is part of 
the 2006 16-month EMT train- 
ing program and 2005-2006 18- 
month paramedic training pro- 
gram, emphasized various tech- 
niques for removing automobile 
crash victims from vehicles. 

Lead Instructor Jason James 
said participants earned eight in- 
structional hours through a com- 
bination of hands-on and class- 
room training. 

“Students are practicing low- 
angle rescue techniques today,” 
James said. “This involves bring- 
ing crash victims down hills, etc. 
They will also learn about auto- 
mobile extrication, which can in- 
volve cutting crash victims out of 
cars to remove them.” 

James said 12 EMT and 12 
paramedic hopefuls from Mor- 
gan, Magoffin, Wolfe, Menifee, 
Rowan, Johnson, Lee, Carter and 
Pike counties enrolled in 
Saturday’s course. 

“People travel long distances 
to train in our program,” James 
said. “There are other programs 
closer to some students’ home- 
towns, but ours has the highest 
pass rate for certification test- 
ing.”

Question: I recently read in a 
local newspaper article that there 
are now about 300 million 
Americans. With so many 
people, is Social Security run- 
ning out of numbers? 

Answer: Morgan than 435 
million SSNs have been issued 
thus far, and about 5.5 million 
new numbers are issued each 
year. The current numbering sys- 
tem will provide enough new 
numbers for several generations 
into the future. For more infor- 
mation about the Social Security 
number and card, visit the Social 
Security website at 
www.socialsecurity.gov. Or you 
can call Social Security’s toll-

Question: I work long hours 
and have not been able to visit 
my local social Security office.

However, most Social Security 
business today also can be con- 
ducted either on the Internet or 
over the phone.

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The Special Grand Jury 

Voters Deserve To Know The Facts 

If it walks like a duck and looks like a duck it isn’t 
always true that it is a duck. But consider this: 

Sprung on us in the weeks leading up to the election: 
The seating of a special grand jury at the behest of Greg 
Stumbo (arguably, the most partisan state attorney gen- 
eral in recent memory) to investigate an unrevealed alle- 
gation against an unnamed target. Throw in a special pros- 
ecutor from Stumbo ’s home county. Fan rumors that the 
target of the investigation is Morgan County’s Republi- 
can Judge Executive Tim Conley. Speculate publicly on 
any number of possible allegations. Then drag the grand 
jury proceedings out over several weeks while the public 
is saturated with rumors and innuendo that casts doubt on 
Conley’s integrity. 

Add that all up and, whatever the facts turn out to be, 
it’s hardly surprising that to some it smacks of a care- 
fully-plotted smear campaign against a newcomer to the 
political scene whose victory at the last county election 
shocked the local political establishment. 

In any case, what’s going on is unfair to Conley and 
the voters. 

If Conley is indeed the target of an investigation, the 
voters deserve to know it for certain. Any argument for 
withholding this information from the public is totally 
offset by the fact that Conley is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion and deserves the opportunity to discuss whatever al- 
legations may be lodged against him — if any — with the 
voters, and more importantly, the voters deserve to have 
the facts — not rumors — about whatever is going on in time 
to evaluate them before the election. 

Anything short of this would reek of political chica- 
nery of the vilest sort and would poison the political de- 
bate in our county for years to come. Our county doesn’t 
need that and the voters deserve better. 

Since grand jury proceedings are secret, the matter will 
become even more suspect if it is allowed to be dragged 
out over several weeks denying Conley an opportunity to 
respond to it. 

The local citizens who are the members of the special 
grand jury as well as the public should demand of the 
prosecutor that this case, whatever it is about, be expe- 
dited so that a determination can be reached and the find- 
ings of the jury made public as quickly as possible before 
the election and let the chips fall as they may.

I am Rick Barker, Morgan County jailer can- 
didate. As I travel throughout the county I have 
been asked several questions by concerned citi- 
zens. Here are three of the most-asked ques- 
tions: 

1) If elected are you going to make any per- 
sonnel changes with the current deputy jailers? 

After being asked this several times, I asked 
why would I want to make any personnel 
changes and hire a new staff? The answer I re- 
ceived shocked me: “Because all three deputies 
are registered to vote Democrat and you are reg- 
istered to vote Republican.” First of all, to make 
any staff changes of this nature is illegal and 
immoral. I would never discriminate anyone 
because their voter registration.

All three deputy jailers worked for the past administra- 
tion that decided to retire. He was elected and re-elected to five terms as Morgan County 
jailer. Had character been a problem within his department, he would have solved the 
problem. 

2) The next most-asked question is, “What changes do you intend to make as Morgan 
County jailer?” My response is if you want to create a mess, try to fix something that is 
not broken. The past administration served Morgan County as jailer for 20 years. A 
person is not elected to five terms of office if change is to be made and not made. I do not 
see a need for change. I would like to add on to what is already there. I would like to 
work with the fiscal court for adequate pay for the deputies, uniforms for the entire 
staff, and more secure booking facilities with a holding cell. 

3) The third most-asked question is, “As Morgan County jailer how can you make a 
difference in the drug problem?” I believe the jailer’s department is where the help needs 
to start from. The jailer is not the arresting officer, prosecuting the case, or testifying 
against the accused. That leaves room to build rapport with the accused. The jailer’s 
department knows of every arrest. I believe there are some good people making bad 
decisions. As jailer, I would work with the school system, organizations and the accused. 
There are programs available at no cost to someone with an addiction problem, and to 
let them know there is someone who cares. The majority of people that have turned to 
drugs and alcohol have lost all hope. I would like to start a program called From Dope to 
Hope, to help restore their lost hope.

Morgan County government 
in cooperation with the Environ- 
mental and Public Protection 
Cabinet (EPPC) will be conduct- 
ing a waste tire amnesty program 
for the citizens of Morgan 
County. Program operations will 
be based at the State Highway 
garage, located on Hwy. 191. 
Hours of operations will be from 
8:00 a.m. Thursday, Oct. 12, and 
end at 4:00 p.m. Saturday, Oct. 
14. 

The program is for private citi- 
zens, farmers and companies that 
derive less than 5% of their rev- 
enue from the sale of motor ve- 
hicle tires. 

Examples of eligible partici- 
pants include homeowners, farm- 
ers and landowners, gasoline sta- 
tions, auto and truck repair busi- 
ness who repair and change tires, 
auto body shops, trucking and de- 
livering companies. 

People who cannot participate 
are salvage yard operators, retail- 
ers of motor vehicle tires and re- 
tailers of agricultural tires. 

Passenger car tires, light- 
weight truck tires and agricultural 
tires can be accepted. 

Loam filled tires, heavy equip- 
ment tires (OTR), and solid tires 
with pressed rims can not be ac- 
cepted. 

Persons with an accumulation 
of 1 ,500 tires or more should con- 
tact the Morgan County Liscal 
Court to schedule a site inspec- 
tion prior to the program dates 
listed above. Arrangements may 
be made by program personnel to 
pick up compact accumulations 
of 1,500 or more that are easily 
accessible by tractor- trailer. Ac- 
cumulations of tires that are too 
large or difficult to access will be 
inventoried for future abatement 
by the state.

E. coli outbreak 
believed linked 
to fresh spinach 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) has issued an 
alert to consumers about an out- 
break of E. coli 0157:H7, in mul- 
tiple states, including Kentucky, 
and which may be related to eat- 
ing bagged fresh spinach. 

As of Sunday, 109 persons in- 
fected with the outbreak strain of 
E. coli 0157: H7 have been re- 
ported to the Centers for Disease 
Control from 19 states, including 
one death. Six cases have been 
reported in Kentucky where other 
possible cases are being investi- 
gated.. 

The Gateway District Health 
Department advises consumers: 

• Not to eat ANY fresh spin- 
ach or salad blends containing 
fresh spinach that are consumed 
raw. 

•Persons who develop diarrhea 
after consuming fresh spinach or 
salad blends containing fresh 
spinach are urged to contact their 
health care provider and ask that 
their stool specimen be tested for 
E. coli 0157. 

•Persons who ate fresh spinach 
or salad blends and feel well do 
not need to see a health care pro- 
vider.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 18 
— The Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Board has ap- 
proved the Morgan County Fis- 
cal Court for $31,615 in Morgan 
County funds to administer a Pi- 
lot Satellite Broadband Program. 
The proposal was one of the 27 
projects, totaling $1,395,478 ap- 
proved at the September Agricul- 
tural Development Board Meet- 



ing. 

Morgan County Fiscal Court 
will use the funds to cost-share 
with tobacco dependent farmers 
up to $250 for equipment and $40 
per month for service for one 
year. Reimbursement will not ex- 
ceed $730 per producer for appli- 
cants who intend to increase net 
farm income by establishing sat- 
ellite broadband service to im- 



prove farm operation efficiency 
and marketing for tobacco depen- 
dent producers currently unable 
to access broadband service. 

The Kentucky Legislature 
continues to make strides towards 
lessening Kentucky’s dependence 
on tobacco production while re- 
vitalizing the farm economy by 
investing 50% of Kentucky’s 
Master Settlement Agreement 
into the Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Fund. Since the in- 
ception of the program in Janu- 
ary 2001, the Agricultural Devel- 
opment Board has approved over 
2,656 proposals committing over

Highway Dept, 
begins removing

Owners of the signs may 
claim them by showing proper 
identification and completing a 
claim form. 

State law prohibits the place- 
ment of these signs on state high- 
way right of way, said Linda 
Wagner- Justice, District 10 chief 
engineer. 

Counties in District 10 include 
Breathitt, Estill, Lee, Magoffin, 
Menifee, Morgan, Owsley, Perry, 
Powell, and Wolfe. 

Because signs can obstruct the 
view or distract drivers, they cre- 
ate a safety hazard. 

The sign removal is part of a 
statewide effort being undertaken 
in each of the state’s 12 highway 
districts, Wagner- Justice said

with performance - Wrigley is 
still one of the county’s top 
schools in testing scores.” 

The school, which will close in 
February when the new Morgan 
Central Elementary School at 
Greear for Cannel City Elemen- 
tary School students and 250 West 
Liberty Elementary School stu- 
dents is completed, will be re- 
placed with another consolidated 
elementary school north of West 
Liberty to house approximately 
300 students. Wrigley students 
will be redistricted to WLES with 
remaining West Liberty students 
until the second school is built. 

Wrigley Elementary currently 
houses 135 students, whom some 
Wrigley residents want to remain 
in a seperate non-consolidated 
school. 

Gold said state regulations will 
not allow the board to build a 
school for less than 300 students. 

“I would have no problem with 
building a school in Wrigley for 
150 students if we could,” Gold 
said. “However, we cannot do that 
without bringing in approximately 
100-150 additional students.” 

Board Member Jane Smith 
also said a school at Wrigley 
would not meet the state’s geo- 
graphic location standards, which 
require schools to be centrally lo- 
cated. 

“I would also love to keep the 
school in Wrigley if we could,” 



Smith said. “But Wrigley is not at 
the geographic center for all stu- 
dents who will be attending the 
new school. Some will be com- 
ing from the northern end of West 
Liberty, as well as Highway 460 
East to the Magoffin County line.” 
State stipulations did not stifle 
Wrigley citizens when County At- 
torney Steve O’Connor, who 
served as meeting faciliator, 
opened the floor for questions and 
comments. 

Morgan County Coroner-Elect 
Kenny Perry, a lifetime Wrigley 
resident, received thunderous ap- 
plause after addressing the board. 

“What the board doesn’t under- 
stand is that we want the school 
in Wrigley - nowhere else,” Perry 
said. “This school belongs to all 
of us, and we don’t want people 
telling us we have to leave it. We 
don’t care if the rules have to be 
broken to keep the school here.” 
Gold expressed community 
empathy, but reiterated the board’s 
commitment to state guidelines. 

“I cannot blame residents for 
wanting to keep the school in 
Wrigley, and I understand the 
community’s concern,” Gold said. 
“But again, the board cannot do 
this without change. We are bound 
to comply with state law.” 

Wrigley businessman John 
Whitt, whose $300,000 donation 
to the board for the purchase of 
Wrigley land was refused, also 
took the microphone. 

“I offered to donate land to the 
board to build a new Wrigley 
school,” Whitt said. “If that land 



was deemed unsuitable, I also of- 
fered to donate $300,000 for the 
purchase of other land to no avail. 
That is a lot of money to put to- 
ward a school in Wrigley.” 

Gold said Whitt’s offers were 
not feasible because the land is on 
a floodplain, and is not centrally 
located. 

“It has been my experience that 
a school cannot be built on a 
floodplain,” Gold said. “The only 
possible way I can think of to 
build on a floodplain is to raise up 
the land.” 

Wrigley parent Derrick Whitt 
questioned whether Greear ’s Mor- 
gan Central Elementary School is 
being built on a floodplain. 

“I have no knowledge of the 
Greear school being on a flood- 
plain,” Gold said. “We did fill in 
a couple of spots near the stream 
in that area, however.” 

Derrick Whitt’s wife, Stacy 
Whitt, also addressed the board 
about redistricting Wrigley stu- 
dents to WLES in February. 

“We don’t think leaving in the 
middle of the school year would 
be conducive to a satisfactory 
learning environment,” Stacy 
Whitt said. “Why can’t we at least 
stay at Wrigley until the end of 
the school year? If the children 
have problems readjusting, there 
could be a drop in test scores.” 

Gold agreed. 

“There could possibly be a risk 
of lower test scores,” Gold said. 
“If the deadline for completion is 
pushed back for the Greear school, 
Wrigley students may stay here 



until the end of the school year. I 
realize a move could cause a dis- 
ruption, but it is up to everyone to 
make the move a success. Natu- 
rally, a move could be good for 
some kids but not for others.” 

Gold also assured the audience 
Wrigley supplies and resources 
would not be lost in the move. 

Wrigley parent Renee Smith 
said student welfare should be an 
important factor in the board’s 
decision. 

“The children know they are 
going to have to leave their 
school,” Smith said. “They are 
more concerned with that than 
their homework. When that hap- 
pens, test scores will go down. 
The staff at this school treats my 
son like he is one of their own 
children, and I don’t want that to 
end at a new school.” 

Brandon Beasley, whose niece 
attends Wrigley Elementary 
School, voiced concerns about 
extended bus routes for some chil- 
dren. 

“Do you want kindergarten 
kids getting on the bus at 5:30 a.m. 
to go to school at West Liberty?” 
Beasley asked. “Kids should not 
be working longer hours than 
adults.” 

Gold said only two bus routes 
would be affected by the move, 
and children would only have to 
ride five to 10 minutes longer if 
any. 

Morgan County Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley also addressed 
audience concerns. 

“I understand the case for a

smaller school,” Conley said. 
“Everytime we move to some- 
thing bigger we lose something. 
However, grants must be used for 
what they are written - we cannot 
overrule the department of educa- 
tion. If you want to fix this prob- 
lem, start at the Frankfort level. 
Citizens must lead a delegation in 
Frankfort to change the current 
legislation.” 

Conley also said he would sup- 
port any delegation efforts. 

“I will stand with residents if 
they choose to go to Frankfort,” 
Conley said. “We all need to work 
together. Laws are made in Frank- 
fort, and they can be changed in 
Frankfort.” 

Circuit Court Judge Candidate 
Mike Fox said he related to citi- 
zens’ concerns. 

“I can tell the community re- 
ally loves this school,” Fox said. 
“Losing it would be like losing a 
relative. That is why we must base 
new school demographics on the 
future, not the present. The board 
must determine how many 
Wrigley children are not yet of 
school age and account for parents 
who may may decide to send stu- 
dents to Wrigley from other 
schools because of its exceptional 
reputation.” 

Fox also spoke of the identity 
crises that can occur in small com- 
munities when their schools close. 

“There is more to a school than 
just sticks and bricks,” Fox said. 
“In the last 15 years, six old 
schools closed in Olive Hill. The 
children were moved to new 
schools, and the communities suf- 
fered. That is why community in- 
terests must also be considered.” 

Before adjournment, Wrigley 
PTO president Erica Blevins ad- 
dressed the board in support of the 
school. 

“The kids don’t care what the 
school looks like,” Blevins said. 
“They just know they love it. This 
is where these kids started, and 
this is where they want to finish. 
We need to get get down on the 
kids’ level, not ours - because they 
are the ones who matter the most.”

In the re- 
mainder of the first quarter, the 
Bobcats blew the game open by 
scoring 20 unanswered points, 
mostly on long pass plays. 

In the second quarter, the Bob- 
cats scored again while Morgan 
also scored on a five yard run by 
Ryan Flannery and a two- point 
run by Jared Curd to end the pe- 
riod with Breathitt ahead 26-16. 

In the third quarter, Morgan 
scored on a 27-yard pass play to 
slot back Brandon Havens fol- 
lowed by a successful two-point 
conversion to cut the Morgan 
deficit to 34-26. 

In the final quarter, the Bob- 
cats scored on a long drive to go 
ahead 32-24. However, Morgan 
wasn’t finished. The Cougars put 
together a long drive of their own, 
eating up most of the clock to 



score on a 17-yard pass play to 
Brandon Havens with less than 
two minutes left, but failed on the 
two-point conversion attempt to 
end the scoring on the short end 
of a 32-30 final score. 

In the junior varsity game, the 
Morgan Cougars also lost a tough 
one, 12-6. The Cougars scored on 
a pass from quarterback Larrin 
Collins to Joe Holbrook.

But seriously, so far everything 
has gone about as good as we could 
have hoped. Sure it would’ve been 
nice to play Louisville closer than 
3 1 points, but the Wildcats shook 
that off to blow out Texas State and 
then win their first SEC opener in 
nearly two decades. Now granted 
Ole Miss is certainly not among the 
league’s elite, but a conference win 
is a conference win.

The Cats not only beat Ole 
Miss, but did so in convincing fash- 
ion. Andre Wood son threw his 
ninth touchdown pass in only three 
games, after just throwing six all 
of last season. Dicky Lyons, Jr., 
was described as “lazy” by UK 
coaches last season, but he’s been 
anything but that in 2006. The tal- 
ented sophomore has become UK’s 
go-to guy with six scoring catches, 
while pumping some confidence — 
and maybe even a little swagger — 
into the Cats’ offense. And offen- 
sive coordinator Joker Phillips 
even found a way to utilize backup 
quarterback Curtis Pulley, who 
lined up at receiver and then used 
some fancy foot work to find the 
end zone. 

The Cats may not yet be among 
the SEC’s elite, but they winning 
the games they have to win. The 
pressure was on to beat Ole Miss 
and Kentucky did it. Obviously, 
there’s no pressure to beat Florida 
Saturday in Gainesville, but there 
will be plenty of it when Kentucky 
returns home to face Central 
Michigan and South Carolina. 

So far, the Cats have done ex- 
actly what they’ve had to do. On 
paper, UK has five more winnable 
games. Anything beyond that 
would be a major upset. Rich 
Brooks and company know they’re 
on the right path. But it’s a path 
with little room for error.
